Auburn Prison, N. Y., Oct. 29 
A few minutes after 7 0 clock this 
morning Leon 
F. 
Czolgosz 
paid 
with his 
life 
the penalty for tho 
assassination of President 
McKin-ley-. 


Tho condemned 
man 
was 
led 
trembling by tho guards from the 
cell into the death 
houso 
a 
few 
minutes boforc that time, and 
in 
tho presence 
of a few 
spectators, 
witnesses 
and 
physicians, 
was 
placed in tho electric chair. 
Onco in that chair, short 
work 
was made of tho execution. 
Tho 
trained assistants of tho execution- 
er affixed 
tho apparatus 
to 
his 
limbs and head, connecting 
tho 
wires that descend from the roof 
of tho conical metallic cup 
placed 
on tho head of tho prisoner 
with 
tho arms and 
logs 
of tho 
chair, 
which are 
sheathed 
with nctivo 
electric conductors. 
A hurried examination was mado 
to see that everything was in readi- 
ness. 
Then tho warden, 
with 
a 
handkerchief 
in his hand, 
signal- 
led to tho executioner 
to indicate 
that all preparations 
for tho exe- 
cution 
wore 
complete, 
The but 
ton was touched, and with a mom- 
entary 
but indcscribablo 
expres- 
sion of agony and terror written 
upon his Ihco, 
his 
limbs involun- 
tarily 
stilVonod 
and then relaxed, 
and a lifoless 
body
